r«aririieenw SEC. 1. The owner or o wners of any stallion, kept or
used partly or exclusively as a stock horse, within this
State, shall, ou or before the first day of May in each
year, pay to the County Treasurer of the connty in
which such owner or owners reside, for the use of com-
mon schools, ten dollars for a yearly license for the privi-
lege of so keeping such horse.

one fine shall be imposed in any one year.
